e. Cholera, plague and small pox - Penicillin injections and potassium 
permanganate bath. 

t. Typhoid fever - Chloromycetin obtained from US firms. 

3. Salaries paid to physicians employed by the Indian Medical Service (IMS) range 
from one hundred to one thousand rupees per month. Those who have finished a 
high school course and have had one or two years of college medicine start at 
one hundred rupees per month. Those who have had two years of college and five 
and one-half years of medical school start at 250 rupees per month. In addition 

, under IMS rules physicians are given living quarters but must pay for their 
meals. Maximum tenure as physician in any government owned hospital is three 
years . This is done to prevent physicians from becoming lazy and feeling they 
have a sinecure. One three year tenure does not necessarily preclude a further 
appointment for a like period in another hospital.
